ing  from  the  Mint  are  many  of  them  unfit  for  use.  A  large  proportion  of  those 


last  sent  seem  to  have  been  used  for  mixing, stirring  or  carrying  mortar  at  the 


Mint, and  of  course  we  dare  not  use  them  again  for  you  or  for  packing  brass  or 


other  material ,so  we  have  to  bum  them.  In  taking  off  the  covers  lately  I  think 


your  men  neglect  to  use  the  nail  pullers, or  else  you  have  changed  hands  so  that 


the  parties  are  not  nearly  as  careful  in  opening  the  cases  as  heretofore.  On 


some  of  them  the  sides  are  split  off  and  the  covers  split  and  broken, rendering 


them  unfit  for  use. 


Of  course  I  recognize  the  fact  that  we  have  no  particular  claim  on  for 


these  cases  but  as  they  are  quite  an  expense  to  us  to  make, find  as  you  have  said 


you  are  perfectly  willing  to  3end  them  back  to  us, I  think  if  you  will  instruct 


your  men  to  be  a  little  more  careful  we  shall  get  them  in  shape  where  we  can  use 


most  of  them.  It  seems  too  bad  to  pay  the  freight  from  Phila.here  on  the  cases 


when  they  are  broken  to  pieces.  But  aside  from  anything  you  have  to  do  with  it, 
at  the  Mint , Mr. Wharton’ s  teamster  ought  not  to  send  us  boxes  in  this  shape.

Referring  to  your  recent  requisition  for  blank  f o r m3 ,  I  have  to 
request  that  you  will  make  up  an  inventory  showing  by  number  the 
quantity  of  each  form  you  have  on  hand  at  present.  In  this  connection, 
I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  you  make  requisition  for 
2,000  sheets  of  gold  deposits,  and  a  like  number  of  purchases  o-f 
silver  bullion  sheets.  Under  date  of  December  5,  1991,  you  made 
requisition  upon  the  Bureau  for  .1,000  gold  deposit  sheets,  the  demand 
for  which  appeared  to  be  urgent,  and  on  December  loth,  500  of  these 

sheets  were  sent  you.  On  April  ith^you  notified  this  Bureau  that  these 

o 

sheets  had  not  been  received,  and  50  additional  sheets  were  sent  you, 
with  the  request  that  you  cause  an  examination  to  be  made  of  your 
blanks  on  hand-  to  see  if  the  missing  sheets  could  aot  be  found.  -The 
reply  came  from  you  that  they  had  been  found,  and  that  there  was  an 
ample  supply  of  these  blank  forms  on  hand  to  last  for  the  next  ten

years. 

I  find  upon  examination  of  your  bullion  accounts  that  you  use 
less  than  loo  of  these  sheets  a  year,  while  of  the  sheets  of  pur-  ' 
chases  of  silver  bullion,  you  use  less  than  50  per  year,  I  can¬ 
not,  therefore,  understand  why  you  make  requisition  for  so  large  a 
quantity  of  these  expensive  blanks. 

You  have  also  made  requisition  for  certain  blank  book3,  and 

have  forwarded  the  books  as  samples-—  Forms  303,  ?,  and  8. 

Under  date  of  December  ss,  1890,  you  were  notified. that  you 

should  prepare  and  submit  with  your  requisitions  sample  leaves  of 
all  books  required  for  use  in  your  Mint,  stating  upon  the  sample 
the  total  number  of  pages  required,  and  also  the  pages  for  each  sub¬ 
division,  how  the  book  was  to  be  bound,  and  the  lettering  to  be 
placed  upon  the  back.  This  you  have  not  done. 

Then  again  for  some  of  the  blank  books  which  you  require,  you 
have  forwarded  leaves  from  old  books  formerly  used  by  the  weigh 
clerk,  and  have  omitted  to  state  how  they  should  be  bound,  and  the 
form  number  of  the  books  last  sent  you.  You  have  also  ommltted  to 
give  the  lettering  which  was  tt>  be  placed  on  the  back  of  the  book

giving  its  title,  which  should  in  all  cases  be  done. 

I  regret  to  make  any  complaint,  but  it  is  nevertheless  the  fact 
that  proper  care  is  not  taken  at  your  Mint  by  those  charged  with 
furnishing  information  on  which  your  requisitions  are  based,  and'I 
must  ask  that  you  give  such  instructions  covering  this  matter  as  will 
comply  fully  with  the  requirements  .of  the  Department  in  every  particular, 
as  it  is  impossible  for  this  office  to  have  your  requisitions  in¬ 
telligently  filled  without  this  Is  done. 

I  enclose  herewith  for  your  information  copy  of  Department 
circular  of  1390  covering  requisitions  for  stationery,  blank  forms,  etc., 
and  which  is  embraced  in  the  Instructions  and  Regulations,  page  32.
